The Community of Living Things, five 
bound volumes of photographs and brief 
text, is designed “to teach the conservation 
of wildlife through an understanding of 
plants, animals, soil and water in their 
environment.” With the help of the Na- 
tional Audubon Society, the set was pre- 
pared and checked by experts in the fields 
of nature study, ecology, conservation, and 
nature photography. 

Volume 1, Field and Meadow, written 
by Etta Schneider Ress with a foreword 
by Roger Tory Peterson, points out the 
role of plants in sustaining all other life, 
nature’s adaptation to the seasons, the 
characteristics of warm- and cold-blood- 
ed animals, man’s use and abuse of the 
land, and his increasing attempts to con- 
trol and utilize the natural bounty that 
he has inherited. 

Volume 2, Fresh and Salt Water, by B. 
Bartram Cadbury, foreword by Carl W. 
Buchheister, shows the importance of wa- 
ter in man’s life, the role of plants and 
animals in or near aquatic environments, 
the sea as a source of important chemi- 
cals and minerals as well as food, and 
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the need for control of flood, erosion, and 
pollution. 

Volume 3, City Parks and Home Gar- 
dens, by Robert S. Lemmon, guides the 
city child to nature study in his own back 
yard ind introduces him to the more fa- 
miliar plants and animals found there. 

Volume 4, Forest and Woodland, by 
Stephen Collins, stresses the importance 
of conserving our timber lands, the inter- 
relation of the woodland community, and 
the need for greater appreciation and re- 
spect for our natural resources. 

Volume 5, The Desert, by Alexander 
and Elsie B. Klots, describes the special 
adaptations and abilities necessary for life 
to endure in arid lands, what causes des- 
erts, and man’s attempts to reclaim the 
deserts through irrigation. 

Over 400 844x10%4-inch photographs are 
lithographed in brown nature-tone on the 
recto of the pages. These bleed on ali four 
sides and have a caption insert. In some 
instances several related pictures appear 
on a page. The photographs are well 
chosen and excellent in quality. They are 
the work of outstanding nature photog- 
raphers such as Allan and Helen Cruick- 
shank, Alexander Klots, and Roger Tory 
Peterson. Credit is given to both photog- 
rapher and source with each picture. A 
few diagrams and sketches are included. 
Although colored photographs probably 
would have made the price of the set pro- 
hibitive, the complete lack of color de- 
tracts somewhat from the volumes. Color 
seems especially important in the case of 
birds and flowers. 

Each photograph is accompanied by a 
page of text placed opposite it. The in- 
formation varies from rather general dis- 
cussions of a subject to more specific, de- 
tailed material. Conservation is stressed 
throughout. The information appears ac- 
curate and generally free from typograph- 
ical errors. The style is informal and in- 
terest sustaining. Effective use is made of 
attention-catching statements such as 
what to do in case of wasp stings, what 
small animals make the best pets, and how 
to determine the temperature by the num- 
ber of chirps of a cricket. The reading 





level varies from fourth to eighth grades. 
The interest level ranges from the primary 
grades up. 

In volume 5, the pronunciations of a 
few words, like cholla and Gila, are given 
in the text. One wonders why such words 
as arroyo, Mojave and saguaro were not 
also marked. 

Each volume includes “A Statement of 
Audubon Philosophy,” names of the edi- 
torial board, a foreword, a table of con- 
tents, an alphabetical list of the ninety 
photographers whose works are repre- 
sented, the picture titles in order of their 
appearance, a brief introducton to each 
chapter, and an index. 

Since the set is unpaged, each index 
refers to the numbered picture and its 
accompanying text. The indexes are for 
the most part accurate although incom- 
plete, but there is some question as to the 
choice of entry. A subject index or pic- 
ture-finding index to the set as a whole 
might have been helpful to locate related 
materials. Few see and see also references 
are used. 

Only volume 5 has an Appendix which 
gives the scientific names of the plants and 
animals mentioned in the volume; how- 
ever, the scientific names for these are 
also given in the text. 

The general format is similar to an earl- 
ier publication of the Creative Education- 
al Society, Living Together in the Modern 
World, which was reviewed in the Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1956. The 
volumes are attractively and durably 
bound. The paper is of good quality and 
the large type is clear and well spaced. 
The volumes are smyth sewed which per- 
mits them to open flat for use with an 
opaque projector. 

Because of the lack of uniformity in 
specific information and the use of con- 
versational style, this set is better suited 
for browsing than for reference use. 

The Community of Living Things is 
recommended for elementary and junior 
high school libraries where additional pic- 
tures and general reading material on na- 
ture study and conservation are needed.

Costume Index Supplement: A Subject 
Index to Plates and to Illustrated Text. 
Edited by Isabel Stevenson Monro and 
Kate M. Monro. New York, H. W. Wil- 
son Co., 1957. vii, 210p.

The publication of a supplement to the 
Costume Index (New York: H. W. Wilson 
Co., c1937) was undertaken on the rec- 
ommendation of the Committee on New 
Reference Tools of the Reference Librari- 
ans Section of the Association of College 
and Reference Libraries. The Supplement 
is an index to illustrations and text in 
347 books. As in the main volume, the 
titles indexed include those selected by the 
votes of libraries and art museums in the 
United States on a tentative check list, 
many added suggestions, and some books 
published since the check list went out in 
1953. The majority of books indexed in 
the Supplement were published between 
1936 and 1956. Foreign publications as 


well as American and English titles are 
indexed. As in the earlier volume, the 
only periodical indexed is the National 


Geographic Magazine. The Supplement 
lists material found in the magazine from 
January 1936 to December 1954. 


Generally, the Supplement follows the 
scope and plan of the foundation volume. 
It is arranged alphabetically by. subject. 
Among the kinds of subjects included are 
geographical, historical, professional, ec- 
clesiastical, military, and theatrical. The 
entries under each subject are alphabeti- 
cal by symbols standing for the books 
indexed. Following the symbols, abbrevi- 
ations indicate page references, number 
of plates, whether the fllustrations are in 
color, and whether they show masculine 
or feminine costumes. Any full-page il- 
lustration has been called a plate and the 
same plate may appear under different 
headings. There are subdivisions by 
country and by century under main head- 
ings. European and American costumes 
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of the nineteenth and twentieth centuries 
have been indexed under the centuries, 
not under specific countries, because of 
the slight differences of dress during those 
periods. There are, however, some en- 
tries under the United States for the nine- 
teenth century because Americans did not 
always follow European fashions and be- 
cause there are some books devoted to 
characteristically American attire. 

There is generous and judicious use of 
cross references. A few blind cross ref- 
erences were noted. 

Although the Supplement is basically 
like the earlier volume in plan and scope, 
there are some notable changes and ad- 
ditions. The compilers have indexed many 
more illustrations unaccompanied by text. 
More specific articles of dress have been 
brought out, especially when these have 
patterns accompanying them. Because of 
marked interest and repeated requests, 
books on dolls—limited to character dolls 
—have been indexed. Fancy Dress has 
been expanded to Fancy Dress and Stage 
Costumes. There are now entries under 
Biblical Costume. This latter heading and 
that on fancy dress are intended to show 
costumes for amateur theatricals and mas- 
querades. The heading Shukespearean 
Costumes has been added. There are 
some changes in geographic entries to 
conform with political changes since 
World War II. 

Annotations have been added to the List 
of Books Indexed. These tell what kinds 


.of illustrations are to be found in the 


books and the period or periods covered. 
The basic volume starred books for first 
purchase and also had a union list of the 
holdings of 32 libraries and gave prices 
for the individual books. In the Supple- 
ment no titles are starred nor is there a 
union list since, as the preface states, most 
of the books, being rather recent publica- 
tions, are more generally held by libraries 
than the older publications indexed in 
1937. Prices are not included. 

The Supplement has a sturdy green 
buckram cover and is securely sewed and 
reinforced. The paper seems durable and 
the type is clear and well spaced. There 
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are generous margins. 

It is not necessary to own the founda- 
tion volume to make the Supplement use- 
ful. As with any tool of this nature, it 
will prove most valuable when a large 
number of the books indexed are held. 
The Costume Index Supplement is rec- 
ommended.

Approximately 3000 living Jewish men 
and women in the natural and social sci- 
ences from more than 70 countries are 
the subject of this directory, “the first vol- 
ume of its kind.” It is a work, according 
to the Introductory Note, that “has been 
patterned to fill a long-felt and wide- 
spread need for an authoritative resource 


about eminent living Jews in the sci- | 


ences.” Published by the firm that also 
issued the directories, Who’s Who in 
World Jewry (1955), $35, and the World 
Jewish Register (1955-56), $40, it is ded- 
icated to the memory of Albert Einstein, 
to whom tribute is paid in an essay by J. 
Robert Oppenheimer. The editors are 
Harry Cohen, surgeon and author, and 
Itzhak J. Carmin, who also edited the 
World Jewish Register. 


The preliminary matter consists of some 


photographs of notable Jewish scientists 
and several brief articles: a survey of 
Jewish contributions to the world of sci- 
ence (Harry Cohen); a biography of Ein- 
stein (Itzhak J. Carmin); a tribute to 
Chaim Weizmann (Meyer W. Weisgal); 
and a biography of Jonas E. Salk (Louis 
Gershenfeld). Dr. Cohen’s history of 
Jewish contributions covers the high spots 
of this century and the latter part of the 
last in the fields of the physical sciences, 
aeronautics, electronics, radio, nuclear 
science, invention, and medicine.

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The term “natural and social sciences” 
in the subtitle is used in its broadest sense. 
Included are workers in the physical sci- 
ences, geology, the biological sciences, 
their interrelated fields, engineering and 
applied science, invention, industrial re- 
search, economics and statistics, agricul- 
ture, psychology, education, political and 
social science, history, law, government, 
anthropology, archaeology, the practice of 
medicine, surgery, and dentistry, the med- 
ical sciences, various allied medical occu- 
pations, and scholars of Jewish, Oriental, 
and classical studies, linguistics, and phil- 
ology. Martin Buber, philosopher, He- 
brew scholar, and theologian, is repre- 
sented, as also are Leo Cherne, author, 
radio commentator, and economist, George 
Boas, philosopher, educator, and author, 
Oscar S. Straus II, business executive 
with metallurgical firms, and Rear Admir- 
al Lewis L. Strauss, banker and chair- 
man, Atomic Energy Commission. 

The facts on each biographee include: 
name of subject, country of permanent 
residence, profession or occupational 


group, date and place of birth, names of 


parents, name of spouse and date of mar- 
riage, names of children, degrees, educa- 
tion, honors and awards, present position, 
outline of career in chronological se- 
quence, affiliations and memberships, 
publications, clubs, and home and office 
addresses. The length of the articles 
varies as in any “who’s who.” Compiling 
the material for this volume, according 
to the publisher’s anouncement, occupied 
a trained staff for two years. | 

The majority of the biographees are 
from the United States, the British Com- 
monwealth, Israel, Western Europe, and 
Latin America. Yugoslavia is also repre- 
sented but the Iron Curtain countries are 
not, presumably for the same reason given 
in the Introduction to Who’s Who in World 
Jewry, namely “Correspondence with in- 
dividuals in these countries is known to 
be not only difficult but also likely to be 
dangerous for the recipients.” 

Since the volume itself gives no ex- 
planation of the source of its material, or 
of its coverage, other than that it is a 


“natural outgrowth” of Who’s Who in 
World Jewry, the following information 
is taken from the Introduction to that 
work. In defining a “Jew,” the editors of 
Who’s Who in World Jewry used the 
“general principle that self-identification 
as a Jew, as evidenced by participation in 
some phase of Jewish life, should be a 
basic requirement for the inclusion of a 
person’s biography.” 

Various Jewish organizations and au- 
thorities throughout the world suggested 
lists of nominees and aided in assembling 
the biographies and in making the nec- 
essary contacts with the subjects. The 
sketches were based on material supplied 
by the subjects themselves, and the space 
allotted to each subject depended upon 
the amount of data he supplied. 

Hebrew names, words, and titles are 
translated into English, except where they 
are of original works of fiction or are so 
widely known as to need no translation. 
Standard English spellings are used 
whenever possible for place names in non- 
English-speaking countries. 

Sample testings were made in order to 
arrive at some idea of the amount of du- 
plication between Who’s Who in World 
Jewry and Jews in the World of Science. 
Who’s Who in World Jewry contains 10,- 
700 names; the later work, 2,748 biogra- 
phies by actual count, In pages 3 to 11 (A 
to Auerbach, Oscar), 81 entries are du- 
plicated directly from Who’s Who in 
World Jewry, while 16 are original. In 
pages 59 to top 64 (Fabricant to Feraru), 
41 entries are duplicated, 9 are new. In 
pages 98 to 104 (H to Herzenberg), there 
are 60 entries in both directories, 8 of 
them being original with the science di- 
rectory. In pages 181 to 184 (Padover to 
Perlstein, Minnie O.), 35 names are du- 
plicated, 3 are new. The T entries, pages 
239 to 244, contain 49 duplicated names, 
4 not duplicated. Pages 246 to top 252 
(W to Weiss, Paul) contain 53 entries in 
both directories, only 7 of which are orig- 
inal with the science directory. These 
samplings lead one to the conclusion that 
a majority of entries in the new work were 
taken verbatim from the older directory 
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and that a moderate number of new en- 
tries not in the older work have also been 
included. 

Since a large number of the subjects 
live in the United States, some compari- 
son of Jews in the World of Science was 
made with American Men of Science (New 
York: Bowker, 1955-56, 3v.). Of the 138 H 
entries in the Jewish book, 94 are United 
States residents; 47 of these 94 subjects 
are found in American Men of Science. In 
the letter S there are 361 entries, of which 
303 are United States residents; 119 of 
these 303 were found in American Men of 
Science. The sketches in the two directo- 
ries are not identical with each other. The 
Jewish compendium does not conclude its 
sketches with a listing of the fields or sub- 
jects in which the biographee has made 
contributions, a helpful feature in Ameri- 
can Men of Science. Libraries that own 
the latter work, but not Who’s Who in 
World Jewry, will find Jews in the World 
of Science a valuable additional reference 
tool for United States residents, since the 
latter work contains many names not 
listed in American Men of Science. 

A brief comparison was made with 
Who’s Who 1956 (London). The Jewish 
compilation contains 7 United Kingdom 
residents in the letter L; of these, 6 were 
also found in the British directory. The 
Jewish directory listed 11 United Kingdom 
and Ireland residents in the letter S; of 
these, 8 were listed also in the British di- 
rectory. Here again, the sketches in the 
two books are not identical. The) British 
book gives further information, such as 
early education and additional writings. 

The directory is sturdy and satisfactory 
in format, typography, and binding. It is 
bound in a dark blue impregnated cloth 
and has margins wide enough for rebind- 
ing. Type is six point enlarged by offset, 
well leaded, and printed on heavy white 
paper. The halftone photographs like the 
text are reproduced by offset.

In view of the 
large amount of duplication between it and 
Who’s Who in World Jewry, some libraries 
that own the latter may not feel the need 
of buying the science directory. It is re- 
grettable that the editors did not see fit 
to indicate in their introduction the com- 
plete details of the origin of their material. 
Since it does make available a moderate 
amount of new material, the work can be 
recommended to large libraries intent on 
building up complete reference collections. 
The subject coverage is much broader than 
one would expect from a directory includ- 
ing the “natural and social sciences,” and 
the reference librarian will want to keep 
this fact in mind in order to get his full 
value from the work.
